Headless Trunks 
Show Atrocities

TALLINN, Estonia—Only about 
8) men and women of the thous 
ands of Vilna Jews who were sent 
by the Germans to slave labor in 
Klooga, Estonia, succeeded in es- 
caping the massacre carried out 
by the Nazis on September 19, 
two days before the retreat of the 
German army from Estonia, this 
correspondent established upon 
his arrival here. 

Some of the bodies seen by this 
correspondent at the place where 
the mass-murder occurred were 
only partly burned. There were 
headless trunks lying fully cloth- 
ed with Mogen Dovid insignias on 
their arms. There were also hu- 
man bodies burned black, charred 
like logs of wood and heaps of 
ashes from bodies which had been 
consumed completely. 

The mass-murder lasted for 
twelve hours, the surviving Jews 
testified. They told how German 
doctors killed all Jewish new-born 
babies calmly and systematically 
under instructions from Berlin 
and how some babies were simply 
thrown into boilers.

The defendant -was arrested in 
one of Milwaukee’s leading hotels 
when he disturbed several Jew- 
ish couples seated in a cocktail 
bar by loudly proclaiming that 
Hitler was doing the-right thing 
in killing off the Jews. 

A waiter summoned police. Two 
dectives walked in and the loud 
mouth repeated his utterances in 
front of about 50 persons, most 
of them non-Jews. One of the de- 
tectives, a non-Jew, grabbed the 
man by the seat of his pants and 
the collar and gave him the 
“Bum’s rush.” 

A Jewish lawyer, Harry Silber, 
a neighbor of the defendant, ap- 
peared as his counsel and pleaded 
that his client did not mean what 
he said but the judge decided 
otherwise. 

The following day, the insur- 
ance man lost his job. 

The Milwaukee board of alder- 
men have before it an ordinance 
requested by Milwaukee’s police 
chief ‘which, if passed, will raise 
to $500 the fine for any anti- 
racial utterances.

ARREST BELGIAN JEWISH LEADERS 


ON 


CHARGE OF COLLABORATION

GE, Belgium—Jewish members of the Association of Jews 
in Belgium formed by the Germans during the occupation and 
headed by the Chief Rabbi are now being arrested by leaders of 
the Independence Front and the Maquis movement and held for in- 
vestigation, this correspondent learned upon his arrival here. Some 


of them are charged with collab- 
orating with the German occu- 
pation authorities. 

It is estimated here that at 
least 35,000 Jews were deported 
from Belgium. Among them were 
members of the Association of 
Jews in Belgium. The Chief Rab- 
bi, who was the head of the or- 
ganization, was arrested and had 
his beard cut off by the Gestapo 
in the concentration camp where 
he was held. The guards also 
forced him to wash the latrines. 
He was freed by the arrival of 
the Allied troops. 

The cantor of the Liege syna- 
gogue was hidden for two years 
by a local Catholic priest who 
also secreted six other Jews, giv- 
ing up his own bed. The cantor’s 
wife and child were hidden in a 
convent. Nearly every Belgian 
clergyman helped to hide Jews, 
this correspondent was told. 





Australians Oppose 


Jewish Settlement

Gallup poll taken here on the 
subject of the establishment of a 
Jewish settlement in Northern 
Australia shows 37 per cent fa- 
voring it, 47 per cent opposed, 
and 16 per cent undecided.

Says U. S. Should Give 
Land for Stateless Jews

ROME—The_ suggestion that 
the United States set aside land 
for the settlement of stateless 
Jews was made this week by Sir- 
Clifford Heathcote-Smith, repre- 
sentative in Italy of the Intergov- 
ernmental Committee on Refu- 
gees during a discussion of the 
refugee situation with the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency correspond- 
ent. 

He suggested as a possible site 
for a new Jewish homeland the 
island of Madagascar, which he 
termed “a_ really wonderful 
place.” Sir Clifford expressed his 
disappointment that “only a few” 
of the refugees had volunteered 
to accept Italian citizenship, and 
that most of them wish to go to 
Palestine. He said: “They are vic- 
tims of propaganda.” He added 
that he had recommended to the 
committee that renewed efforts be 
made to find havens for Jews in 
places other than Palestine. 

Revealing that he was return- 
ing to London for conferences re- 
garding the refugee situation in 
Italy, the Intergovernmental Com- 
mittee representative said that 
there were betwen 4,000 and 5,000 
refugees from other countries in 
Italy. Sir Clifford disclosed that 
none of the refugees from Ger- 
many wish to return there and 
only a few from Austria are will- 
ing to go back to that country. 


Out of Jail, Fascist MP 


Resumes Activities

LONDON—Capt. Archibald H. 
M. Ramsey, pro-fascist and anti- 
Semitic member of Parliament 
who was released from intern- 
ment last week by Home Minister 
Herbert Morrison after four years 
in prison, has lost no time in re- 
suming his anti-Semitic activities.

appeal to Jews in the still-occu- 
pied part of Poland urging 
them not to lose faith “because 
the day of liberation is near” 
was broadcast from Warsaw 
before the patriots in the city 
were forced to surrender to the 
Germans after sixty-three days 
of fighting. 

The appeal, made by a Polish 
announcer in behalf of the Jews 
who were fighting in the ranks 
of the patriots, warned Polish 
traitors against handing over 
Jews to the Gestapo. “Those 
betraying our Jewish citizens 
are Poland’s Enemy No. 1,” he 
declared. The broadcast con- 
cluded with the prayer of “Yiz- 
kor” offered for the fallen Jews 
in Hebrew by a member of the 
Jewish underground movement. 
It was heard in Tel Aviv by the 
Hebrew newspaper Davar.

Rights Restored, But 
Problems Begin

SOFIA—Despite the restoration 
of rights to Jews in Bulgaria, 
their situation is desperate as a 
result of the fact that they were 
uprooted and eliminated from eco- 
nomic life for a long time. 

At present, Jews in Sofia are de- 
prived of practically all means of 
existence. The stream of Jews 
returning to their homes in Sofia 
is increasing daily, but the ma- 
jority of them do not even have 
money to pay their fare. They 
are oppressed by the fact that 
they have no place to live and 
find it difficult to start a new 
existence. 

Health conditions among the 
Jews present a grave problem. 
Many of them are suffering from 
malaria and tuberculosis. The 
Jewish hospital in Sofia was de- 
stroyed and it is difficult to find 
a Jewish doctor.

Although anti-Jewish propa 
ganda in Costa Rica is not new, 
the Jewish community here is 
alarmed over the official and dra 
matic encouragement given it re 
certainly by Jose Joaquin Perota 
Minister of Agriculture, who is 
sued a public statement demané 
ing that Jews keep their promise 
and engage in farming, or leave 
the country. Perota insisted that 
energetic measures are necessary 
in view of the economic situation 
in Costa Rica, which is suffering 
from an excess of merchants 
while not producing essential food 
supplies. 

The minister’s statement was 
followed by vicious articles in the 
newspapers, including the gow 
ernment organ Tribuna, charging 
the Jews with monopolizing trade, 
A petition was signed by many 
merchants endorsing the state 
ment of Perota who claims that 
he received thousands of ¢0or 
gratulatory messages. 


Windows Smashed 

Jewish leaders here fear that 4 
pogrom atmosphere is developing. 
During the last few days windows 
in two Jewish houses and in 4 
Jewish-owned tavern were smash 
ed. Jews are being molested on 
the streets and one Jew had his 
beard pulled by hooligans. Steres 
refuse to sell goods to Jews, and 
some teachers _ discriminate 
against Jewish children who are 
treated in a hostile manner by 
other children. The Jewish leat 
ers declare that only about twenly 
Jews promised to engage in farm 
ing, while at least an equal nul 
ber of Jews who made no such 
promises are doing agricultural 
work.

I will tell a story to illustrate 
this. The story was printed at the 
time in the Chicago “Daily News.” 
I was run out of Germany for 
cabling it to the United States 
but slipped back in a few days 
under the protection of Hugo 
Haase and his Independent Social- 
ist party. 

The story runs—I came into 
the bar of the Adlon Hotel at 
two o’clock one morning and saw 
standing alone a young German 
lieutenant. He was staring pie- 
eyed ahead of him and methodic- 
ally tossing brandies down his 
gullet. I knew that this was a 
curious way for a young German 
officer to behave, for nobody out- 
side a Chicago newspaperman 
with a grudge against his editor 
would stand by himself at a bar 
and hammer his liver with slug 
after slug of brandy. 

I spoke to the lieutenant in Eng- 
lish, asking him to join me and 
was pleased to flush, at such an 
hour, a native speaking my 
tongue. We stood for a time 
drinking together until I noticed 
that the lieutenant’s hands were 
shaking and his eyes shedding 
tears. I asked him what was the 
matter. He slid to the floor, with- 
out replying, and I helped carry 
him to my room. Here he re- 
covered in a half hour and, sob- 
bing with shattered nerves, told 
me his story. 

He had manned a machine gun 
in the courtyard of Moabit Prison 
(in Berlin) for three hours. Dur- 
ing the time he had assisted at 
the execution of nine hundred 
men, ‘women, and boys. They 
were German workers, their fami- 
lies captured during a _ recent 
putsch in Alexanderplatz where 
the proletaire had made one of 
its foolish and abortive essays 
to overthrow the government of 
Ebert Scheidemann, and Noske 
the last a forerunner of Hitler. 
These prisoners had been cap- 
tured in fair fight and a week 
later placed before the machine 
guns in Moabit. My lieutenant 
was unable to bear the memory 
of the cries of his manacled com- 
patriots as they fell before his 
machine gun. They had all—even 
the boys, shouted, “Long live 
God and our Fatherland.” 

I left the lieutenant in my bed 
and hurried to Moabit Prison, 
armed with binoculars. From the 
branches of a tree some distance 
off, I watched the last of the two 
thousand prisoners tied together 
and driven with bayonets into the 
courtyard and shot down by the 
lieutenant’s successors at the ma- 
chine guns. 

This story I cabled in the morn- 
ing to my paper. I called it The 
White Terror. It was cabled back 
to the continent from London, 
and appeared in French and Ger- 
man newspapers under my name. 
Soldiers from Wilhelmstrasse ar- 
rived in the afternoon at my hotel 
and presented me with an order 
to quit their land. I was, at that 
time, in possession of a German 
bombing plane stolen for me by 


the German ace, Franz Knerr. It 
had been his for three years of 
combat. In this plane I went to 
Austria and from Austria flew 
to Weimar, where the first Na- 
tional Assembly in German his- 
tory was to open. I placed my- 


self under Haase’s wing and Herr 
Hiaase addressed the opening ses- 
sion of Germany’s first republican 
forum with an account of the do- 
ings in the Moabit prison yard. 
He submitted the names of the 
two thousand who had been exe- 
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cuted and said, at the end of his 
speech, “Germany can never take 
her place among the civilized 
peoples of the world until it un- 
learns its savagery.” 

His countrymen failed to 
achieve this mood, for they as- 
sissinated him a few years later 
while he was on his way up the 
steps of the Reichstag to take his 
seat in its councils. 

The barbaric indifference to the 
laws of humanity of the German 
officials, that enabled them to ex- 
ecute two thousand political pris- 
oners in a single night—and po- 
litical prisoners who were their 
own kind—is one of my chief 
memories of their land. That and 
their political garrulity and homo- 
sexuality. 

I saw innumerable times evi- 
dence of what seemed to me, de- 
spite my youthful indifference to 
ethics, a layer of barbarity in the 
German soul. In that day the 
Germans were still a generation 
away from canonizing this side 
of their natures and making their 
bid for world empire on the 
grounds of their talent for 
cruelty. But the making of their 
future “greatness” was already 
visible as it has always been to 
anyone looking on the Germans 
with German-cleared eyes. Nietz- 
sche, whose eyes were thoroughly 
rinsed, wrote, at the beginning of 
the century, that there was no 
hope for Germans because they 
had brutalized themselves beyond 
cultural repair by their conduct 
in the war against the French in 
1871. 

At the time I was in Germany 
I knew nothing of its anti-Semitic 
history, knew nothing of the dead 
and tortured Jews of Cologne, 
Metz, Freiburg, and the many 
other placenames where anti- 
Semitism had repetitiously struck. 
I left Germany in 1920 without 
having heard the word Jew men- 
tioned during the two years I had 
prowled its towns as a reporter. 
“SING NOT THOSE 
OLD GRUSINIAN SONGS” 

I dislike to remember the past 
for I am haunted then by a fairer 
world and younger faces than I 
now know, and by an innocence 
which, though it differed from 
that left behind by Adam on the 
Euphrates, was, in a way, Eden- 
esque. There is nothing more en- 
viable in the world than the fine 
misknowledge youth has of it. It 
was not so much Chicago I left 
in 1925 as a robust misunder- 
standing of men, women, and 
events that had kept me happy 
since childhood. 

Some years after I had come to 
the city of New York I wrote a 
rhyme, hundreds of pages long, 
that began, 

“With a pencil and a writing pad, 
A suitcase and an’ overcoat, 

I came to town like Galahad— 

I wandered in like Don Quixote— 
Pensive and a little mad 

And hungry as a nanny goat.” 

My disillusion did not include 
unsuccess. In New York I 
flourished as a _ novelist, play- 
wright, and composor of movies— 
which is often the same as being 
under bombardment by air, sea, 


and land forces, for there are 
critics (God, what a swarm of 
them!) guarding the approaches 
of those three arts. I was glad 


I had allowed my mastery of the 
fiddle to lapse for I understand 
that the music critics are  sub- 
marines. 

I had been under critical guns 
for my literary work in Chicago. 

But the criticism you got while 
living in Chicago did not count; 


I do not mean from the local 
critics, who were all either en- 
lightened or cowed, but from the 
boys at the catapulas far away. 
Their shouts of battle were the 
muttering out of Limbo. Not only 
were there no anti-Semites in the 
world. There were also no people 
of importance beyond this city of 
my youth. 

I remember the critic Francis 
Hackett—a man giddy with learn- 
ing and worldliness—objecting 
wittily to my first novel because 
the thing was a lie from begin- 
ning to end. He had lived many 
years in the city of Chicago, de- 
scribed in my book, and a more 
dreadful locale he had never 
known. It was a place, he con- 
tended, devoid of all beauty, in- 
cluding starlight. He feared that 
the beglamoured rains and snows 
and romantic highways I put in 
my novel were apt to entice 
people to the Illinois metropolis, 
which was the same as coaxing 
them into a herring barrel. 

Of all the calumnies my_ book 
unloosed from the world that was 
over the hill and far away, this 
one stung the most. I did not 
mind being called “a degenerate,” 
“a young man who should have 
confined his literary efforts to 
the walls of toilets,” or being 
labelled “superficial,” “sex-mad,” 
“cryptic and humanless.” But 
Mr. Hackett’s inference that I was 
a Hillbilly disturbed me. It came 
as a clincher on top of Federal 
persecution, bankruptcy, and 
some domestic troubles, and I 
packed my writing pad. I left 
the city of poets and thinkers, of 
enchanted lamp posts and glori- 
ous sleet storms, and sought resi- 
dence in New York. I was, per- 
haps, bored with Elysium. 

One of my first impressions of 
New York—and the only one I 
will discuss as fitting into my 
thesis—was that I had come to 
a foreign country (like the 
Turkoman empire of the fifteenth 
century) in which all the coun- 
tries were Jews. During my first 
year I met only Jews and half- 
Jews—with the exception of four 
transplanted Western friends— 
Messers MacArthur, Fowler, Mc- 
Evoy, and the Dutchman Rosse. 

These Jews in New York were 
not like any aunts and uncles but 
like myself, Semites far away 
from Semitism— writers, publish- 
ers, theatrical producers, journal- 
ists, wits, actors, and mighty 
drinkers whose only synagogue 
was Broadway. I imagine that 
there were also clever and accom- 
plished Gentiles in the city, but 
I did not meet them. If I did, I 
probably mistook them for Jews, 
as I did Alexander Woollcott for 
a long time. MacArthur finally 
convinced me that this persnick- 
ity aesthete had not been Alex 
Wolfson originally. 

There is nothing intellectual 
Jews dislike so much as to read 
that they are in the ascendency 
anywhere. Such a_e statement 
seems a sly reflection on the cali- 
ber of the world they dominate. 
It also challenges their sense of 
social prestige. To be top dog in 
a world of Jewish top dogs is like 
winning a race on a_ treadmill. 
Having by their talents escaped 
their not too satisfactory origins 
and proved themselves disciples 
of Art rather than Jehovah, they 
are a little diyturbed to find their 
new Temple seemingly a Jewish 
one. This is one reason why 
American-Jewish writers are in- 
clined to write about Hindus, 
Chinamen, Negroes, Russians, 
Slavonian peasants, factory 
hands, and the nobility—anybody 
but Jews. A lucky fellow who has 
been invited to a ball doesn’t ap- 
pear in a suit of old clothes. Our 
American-Jewish writers like 
their new clothes better, and I am 
not arguing—although there is 
such a thing as being too dressed 
up—even for a ball. 

I understood the slight disturb- 
ance in the Jewish soul. We who 
met at dinner tables in New York 
were not Jews, except possibly in 
the eyes of the butlers. We all

Sheer impetuosity, rather than 
skilful and cunning contrivance accounts for their ability to build 
the Committee for a Jewish Army, under half a dozen different 
names, into an element of national significance and influence, though 


not always for good. 


For at a time when the Zionist movement is under fire from 
é handful of extremists on the other flank (the American Coungj] 
for Judaism) Peter Bergson and his committee, with complete in. 
difference to recognized Jewish authority and existing organizations, 
sees fit to seek to create chaos and anarchy in Jewish life. Were he 
successful, and were his efforts to go unchallenged, there would have 
been open invitation to each ambitious and power-hungry Jew, 
touched with the Messianic complex, to set up his own cult, and make 
his own claims as King of the Jews. 


Like Shabbathai Zevi, David 


Alroy and others, Bergson has 


earned his place in history. His imagination, energy, disdain for 
authority, and his supreme self-confidence place him in the category 
of these other false Messiahs. Like them, too, he represents an ex. 
tremist and distorted expression of Jewish folk desire to resume its 
national status as a people. And the dream that the Jews of 17th 
century Europe might go to their rooftops at midnight and sail off 
to the Holy Land on their magic carpets was no more fanciful in its 
time than the folly of creating a Hebrew Committee of National Liber. 
ation, establishing a fake embassy in Washington, with fake trap. 
pings, and deluding oneself that the wish will bring the miracle. 

I first met Bergson at the home of a Washington Hadassah leader 
in the days when he talked only of a Jewish Army, and his delusions 
of grandeur were yet limited. His fanaticism was obvious, and jt 
was not many moments before we were engaged in an almost vic- 
lent dispute, much to the horror of our hostess. Like so many others 
at the time, she professed the greatest admiration for Bergson be 
cause he spoke in terms of bold and decisive action and was spurring 
lagging Zionist effort in behalf of a Jewish Army. I wonder how she 
feels about his Napoleonic complex today. 

The dreamers and zealots and cranks will always be with us. 
They are perhaps the necessary gadflies of our civilization, fulfill 
ing a function even when they are most dangerous and disagreeable, 
Bergson and the irresponsibility which he symbolizes must be fought 
to the limit, but it must be recognized that nothing is ever all black.

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THOUSANDS OF HIDDEN JEWISH 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency . : ’ 
PARIS—-One of the bravest epics of the war and the German occupation is be- 


ing revealed in Paris as the first of thousands of hidden Jewish children are being 
‘reunited with the parents from whom they were separated in order to have them 
from deportation. 

The details of the greatest human rescue set-up since the American underground 
railway of pre-Civil War days are just now coming to light. Catholic priests and 
protestants aided Jews in placing half of the Jewish children in Paris in the coun- 
tryside with friendly Frenchmen or spiriting them out of the country. 

After July, 1942, when the Germans suddenly swooped down on the Jewish 
quarter of Paris and arrested 20,000 women and children, the remaining Jews be- 

the underground task of hiding youngsters. While many families managed, 
individually, to place their children with French families, three organizations under- 
took mass placements. They were the OSE—the Jewish Health Society—the Fed- 
eration of Jewish Societies and the Zionist Youth Organization. 
four Country Checking on Children 

Dr. Eugene Minkowski, president of the OSE, directed much of this risky com- 
paign. In two years the OSE hid 600 children in northern France and 2,500 in the 
southern part of the country. A similar job was undertaken by Mme. Rebecca 
Youchnovsky, who was in charge of the Paris office of the Federation of Jewish 
Societies, while her husband, Dr. Aaron Youchnovsky conducted a dispensary there. 
The Federation placed 700 children. 

Together with the OSE it carried on a never-ending detailed check-up which 
would do honor to the most elaborate New York social service agency. Yet every 
thing was done in enforced secrecy, every contact was carried on through inter- 
mediaries. The records of the children, with their false names and:the key to their 
identities was kept secret in the home of Mme. Paulette Karnovsky, whose husband 
Alex was killed during the battle for Paris. Mme. Karnovsky and a group of women 
_including non-Jews—travelled throughout the country for a monthly check-up on 
the condition of the children. The committee even managed to send toys to the 
youngsters.

‘CHILDREN RESTORED TO PARENTS 


The foster families were paid in advance, monthly, for caring for the child. 
The average payment ranged around 900 francs, and was made through devious 
channels. The money was often hidden in the bottom of a shopping basket or 
carried by a third party. Several women were arrested while doing this work, 
but everything was carried out to the last painstaking detail. Several young women 
members of the Zionist youth group were captured and executed by the Gestapo 
while engaged in guiding groups of children to safety. 

Aided by Catholics and Protestants 


In addition to those hidden by the OSE and the Federation, about 800 were 
placed in Franch homes through the efforts of Mme. Juliette Stern, who worked in 
the Union Generale de Juifs de France, a German-organized agency. Frequently 
the Gestapo deported adults leaving the children behind to be placed in institutions. 
With the cooperation of women leaders of Catholic and Protestant organizations, 
Mme. Stern was able to spirit the 800 children out of the German institutions, using 
various devices. 

Two Catholic priests named Father Chaillut and Father Du Vaux were also 
very active in this work. Du Vaux, himself, placed 400 children and secured medical 
aid for many expectant mothers. He secured funds from bankers and other wealthy 
Frenchmen. Of the 400 children about 60 have already been reunited with their 
parnts. 

Dr. Minkowski told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency correspondent that he be- 
lieves that about half the hidden children will eventually be returned to their 
families, but that provision will have to be made for the others. Many of these 
are children who were so young when their parents were deported that they have 
no knowledge of them, while most have been orphaned. 

Minkowski said that the children without families will require considerable 
assistance and appealed for aid from abroad. At the same time, he paid tribute 
to the Joint Distribution Committee, whose funds, he said, had financed ninety per 
cent of the child rescue work.

Jews Practicing Bias 
Should Be Ostracized 
To the editor: 

I have read with a good deal 
of interest the question you asked 
of the two rabbis—“The Jew does 
(or does not) treat the negroes 
better than does the non-Jewish 
neighbors?” and have also read 
with a goed deal of amazement 
the reply of one of the Southern 
Rabbis. 

Mr. Editor, I am amazed that 
there should be any question as 
to how the Jew should treat the 
negro, especially from the stand- 
point of the Jew. We are a people 
who know what suffering and dis- 
crimination is. We have suffered 
more than any other people of 
any race, color or creed in any 
part of this world. 

Are we to forget what we have 
been forced to endure—discrimi- 
nation against a man or woman 
because his skin may be black or 
brown or any other color but 
white? Are we to forget that the 
God who created the Jew also 
created the negro? Are we so 
blind as to fail to see that any 
discrimination we may show 
against our brothers of another 
color may bounce right back into 
our face? 


God forbid this may ever come 

to pass. True, there are idiots 
and fools, rotters and _ bigots 
among all human beings, and 
Jews being human beings, you’ll 
find these unfortunates among 
the Jews as well as the Christians, 
but, generally, I don’t believe that 
the Jew will discriminate against 
the negro as much or as frequent- 
ly as will the non-Jew. 
‘ However, it is my hope that 
when one Jew finds another Jew 
discriminating against a negro, 
he will immediately make every 
effort to see to it that that bi- 
boted Jew, if there be one, be 
ostracized from decent society. 
As far as I am concerned, and 
for the benefit of such bigots, if 
there be any, let me stand square 
on this principle: That every man 
is my brother, to be protected and 
to be loved and to be respected 
whatever be his color, whatever 
be his race, whatever be his creed, 
so long as he be an honorable 
man. 

My fellow Jews can take this or 
leave it.

He was not the kind of man 
to keep things to himself and 
gave the whole matter wide circ- 
ulation, to the delight and ap- 
proval of many prominent citi- 
zens.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES 

Yom Kippur services were held 
this year on German soil at a 
point immediately behind the 
front of the American First 
Army. To describe this assem- 
blage of approximately one hun- 
dred members of the Jewish 
faith on the most solemn day in 
their religious calendar we have 
at our disposal any number of 
words. We may call it a Jewish 
assembly or a Jewish congrega- 
tion or a Jewish group or a Jew- 
ish reunion. The class of collec- 
tive nouns that we are not at lib- 
erty to use is the one derived 
from the military vocabulary. 

That little gathering of wor- 
shipers on the German hillside 
which intoned the Kol Nidre and 
was not a Jewish platoon or a 
Jewish company or a Jewish bat- 
tery or part of a Jewish bat- 
talion or of a Jewish brigade. 
They were not Jewish soldiers 
but American soldiers. That 
small Yom Kippur congregation 
was no doubt made up of soldiers 
from a good many companies 
and battalions and brigades—all 
of them American. 

It could hardly be otherwise. 
We have no doubt that last 
Wednesday there were in prog- 
ress many other Yom Kippur 
services along the wide-flung Al- 
lied front now held by not far 
from ten million men, to speak 
of Europe alone. Jewish prayers 
were recited in the British armies 
moving up to the Rhine, along 
the Italian front, and very likely 
at more than one place in the 
long Soviet line that now runs 
from the Arctic to the Agean. 
The ritual everywhere was the 
same as that invoked by the hun- 
dred GI boys of General Hodges’ 
army inside Germany ,but the 
worshipers were British soldiers, 
French soldiers, Polish soldiers 
and Red Army men. These men 
worshiped before the one ark of 
their single Jewish faith. They 
are fighting as soldiers under the 
flags of their separate countries. 

It is particularly so with the 
irregular fighters against Hitler 
—with the European Under- 
ground. There were open Jewish 
Yom Kippur worshipers in liber- 
ated France, the Lowlands, Italy. 
There were small secret congre- 
gations in Czechoslovakia and 
those parts of the Balkans that 
are still in the Nazi grasp. But 
there was no Jewish Under- 
ground in France, in Belgium 
and in Italy, and there is no Jew- 
ish Underground in the countries 
still waiting to be freed. When 
the moment comes the Jews of 
Czechoslovakia, of' whom there 
were nearly half a million before 
the war, will come out into the 
open, not as Jewish soldiers but 
is Czech soldiers. 

Set up a so-called Jewish Bri- 
gade as part of the Allied effort 
in the war, or after, and the ques- 
tion is what flag, what territory 
and what political entity will it 
represent. It will not represent 
more than four million American 
citizens of the Jewish faith whose 
sons are American soldiers. It 
will not represent more than 
three million Jews in Soviet Rus- 
sia; their sons are in the Red 
Army. It will not represent the 
Jewish people of Britain and 
France. They are making their 
contribution to the war effort

Nowhere have people come 
forward to suggest a Catholic 
Army Division or a Protestant 
Army Corps. The only military 
formation to bear a non-national 
title that one can recall is the 
late International Brigade which 
fought on the Republican side in 
the Spanish civil war. The fact 
that a majority of Americans 
probably believe that the Interna- 
tional Brigade fought in a just 
cause cannot do away with the 
fact that it did represent a cause, 
an ideology, and not a nation.

as he knows he is. 

The young gentleman’s name was Frank. 
He was tall and upstanding and he was home 
on a furlough from the Army. He was a first 
class young man, as I could read at once on his 
sleeves which carried the stripe of a first class 
private. 

“Sir” (by the habit he had acquired in ad- 
dressing lieutenants he kept on sirring me 
throughout the interview). “Sir, I am calling 
on you on a purely personal matter,” he said. 

He told me he had made up his mind to 
settle the problem during the 14 days of his 
furlough. It had become a most urgent mat- 
ter, since there were only three days of his 
furlough left. Not that he had been a laggard 
putting off the solution almost to the last day; 
he had, in fact, been thinking about it every 
day, even long before he started on his fur- 
lough. 

“I should begin by telling you that I’m in 
love.” 

Oh, I replied, that’s a happy situation to be 
in. I myself used to fall in and out of love. It’s 
very pleasant. There were so many girls. 
They’re nice to remember.” 

He said it’s pleasant all right to be in love 
if there aren’t any problems connected with it. 
It’s awful, though, to be in love and to suffer 
a problem with it. ... “You,” he said, “could 
enjoy being in love because there was no re- 
ligious problem mixed up with it. You see, the 
girl I’m in love with is Jewish. That makes a 
big difference.” 

He had been seeing a great deal of her during 
his furlough and each time he had been on 
the point of asking her to marry him. Only 
the evening before the words were almost out 
of his mouth. They were driving in the starlit 
evening and he had prepared his brief speech, 
but his tongue was paralyzed every time he 
started to utter it. When he delivered her back 
to her home it was still unspoken. 

“It’s a matter of conscience, you might say,” 
he explained. 





He said that as a Christian he had always 
cultivated his conscience. He was quick to 
explain that it wasn’t a case of his conscience 
being intolerant and pulling him back from his 
love because the girl was Jewish. Not that at 
aH! 

What troubled his conscience was whether 
in justice to this Jewish girl he had a right to 
ask her to marry him, a Christian? What, if 
she married him, would it mean to her happi- 
ness? She, probably, would accept him, since, 
as he had observed, she seemed a much in love 
with him as he with her. 

“But, sir, would it be right for me to ask her 
to marry me?” 

He knew what distress the marriage would 
cause her parents. They weren’t at all friendly 
when he came to their house. He couldn’t agree 
with their prejudice but he could understand 
it, he said. ... “I guess we Christians have a 
lot to answer for to Jews. It all runs back 2000 
years, I suppose.” 

Yes, her parents would feel deeply hurt, he 
was sure, and their unhappiness would be like 
a, Shadow on the girl’s heart. Since he loved 
her so much could he ask her to take up a load 
of unhappiness for his sake? Could he ask her 
to suffer this for him? He was sorry his cone 
science hadn’t admonished him far back when 
he started falling in love with her. They were 
in the last year of high school then and his con 
science was young and untrained. 

“What would you do in my place, sir? Yours 
is an older head and can tell me whether my 
conscience is telling me right. Besides, you’re 
a Jew and should know whether I correctly 
understand Jewish attitude.” 

I congratulated him on having a conscience 
that can put even love aside for the sake of 
what it believed to be right. Young love, as I 
remembered it, was like the hot sirocco that has 
its own way when it blows, but this was a young 
love that had been amazingly disciplined by 
character. 

I commended his elevated concept of love 
that was willing to sacrifice itself rather than 
hurt ‘its object by fulfillment. He certainly 
was a first class private. ... “You are one in 
a million.” 

He protested: “But you don’t answer my 
question. What would you do in my place? 
“Would you ask a girl to marry you if you 
knew that religious conflicts might bring un- 
happiness to her, on account of her parents?” 

“Well, I replied, rather irrelevantly, what no- 
bler young man could any girl marry? What 
finer character? What loftier idealism? You 
have everything, young man.” 

I pulled a couple of deep drafts from my 
pipe.- I walked around the room three times. 
Then I decided who was I to say one way or 
another in a matter of love—I who already have 
counted three gray hairs in my head. How- 
ever, not to be discourteous, I finally said: “This 
is too deep a problem for one head. Maybe I 
should hand it to the Jewish people and get 
answers from them.”

3 Cities Heard From; 


S news reports begin to come in slowly 

the picture of anti-Semitic incidents in 

three large Jewish centers in different parts of 

the nation, with the high holiday services as 
their inspiration, begins to unfold. 

In Chicago two incidents marred the observ- 
ance ot the holidays. One was the attack on a 
Synagogue in the South Shore by vandals, and 
the second was the throwing of rotten tomatoes 
into a second South Shore synagogue through 
a rear door. When worshippers rushed out 
to see what was happening, they were met with 
a shower of stones, despite the fact that there 
was a police officer on guard. 

The Denver incidents were recounted in this 
paper last week. ’ 

And the third occurance of this kind to come 
into public notice is the throwing of rocks 
through a strained glass window of Rodef Sha- 
lom Temple in Pittsburgh during Yom Kippur 
services. 

The reaction to these incidents are interest- 
ing. In Denver, the five culprits were fined, 
three of them going to jail in lieu of inability 
to pay the fine. In Pittsburgh, the Round Table 
of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews has posted a substantial reward for the 
apprehension of the guiltv. In Chicago, Rabbi 
G. George Fox, in his column in The Sentinel, 


Praises Newspapers. 
S President of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, Judge Joseph M. Proskauer, on 
the occasion of National Newspaper Week, paid 
tribute to the American press for helping ex- 
pose “Anti-Semitism” as “the big lie of Nazism.” 
Either what Judge Proskauer says is another 
evidence of the loss of influence by the daily 
press of the nation, or else they didn’t do very 
much to help expose anti-Semitism. The Post 
feels that the daily newspapers have been in 
large part responsible for the tremendous 
growth of anti-Semitism in the United States. 
Editorially at one time or another practically 
every daily newspaper has said they are for 
virtue and against vice, but when it came to 
labelling what Hitler and his henchmen 
mouthed as lies or as the charge of a fanatic 
group pledged to wiping out the Jewish people, 
the daily papers simply refused to act. 

As a result they put into print what Hitler 
wanted put into print. In other words, Hitler 
could marshall thousands of lines in the paper 
of the United States any time he wanted to. 


Were There Any More 


asks for the formation of a civic defense coun- 
cil, to include the Anti-Defamation League, the 
American Jewish Congress, the American Jew- 
ish Committee and the Jewish Labor Committee. 

In each case, the reaction has been healthy. 
Jews have been attacked; their non-Jewish 
neighbors have protested, and steps have been 
taken both within and without the Jewish 
community to see that the guilty are appre- 
hended. There is no mincing of words, and 
there seems to have been no attempt as there 
has been so many times in the past, to keep 
the knowledge of these attacks both from the 
community at large and from the Jewish group 
itself. 

Quite possibly nothing can be done to stop 
the growth of these incidents. But the Jewish 
communities of the United States at least know 
what is facing them. True the national Jewish 
organizations, using the National Community 
Relations Advisory Council as their interfer- 
ence, are being able to avoid the pressure that 
normally would be forcing them to do some- 
thing. But at least, since last week’s story in 
The Post, these organizations know that their 
time is just about up on this score, and they’ll 
have to get some other excuse for not combin- 
ing all operations into one central and overall 
civic defense organizations with branches in 
every fair-sized community in the United States. 


Instead of Blaming Them 


All he had to do was merely to speak, and he 
knew that his words, without refutation of any 
kind, would be spread across the front pages of 
the papers of the United States. 

The Post doesn’t charge that these papers de- 
liberately fomented anti-Semitism, although the 
result as we all can see now has been exactly 
that. The papers were faced with a new situa- 
tion, where a head of a government, the words 
of whose leaders never before had to be chal- 
lenged for deliberate dishonesty, now was in- 
volved in one of the greatest and most danger- 
ous lies in all history, and the papers, which 
should have known better, failed to make al- 
lowances for the changed condition. 

Had these papers called the truth as it is their 
responsibility to do, and recognized the attack 
on the Jew as the opening gun in the attack on 
every other freedom loving people, then this 
war might have been averted. But the papers 
did not rise to their responsibility. 

No, The Post doesn’t agree with Judge 
Proskauer this time either. 


Is American Jewish Leadership Capable? 


LTHOUGH in the first instance, it is testi- 
mony to the excellent work done by the 
American Jewish Joint Distribution Committee, 
the allocation of 25,000 pounds by the Jewish 
War Appeal of Johannesburg, South Africa, to 
the JDC for relief of Jews in Hungary, has a 
far greater significance. 

Normally it could be expected, that South 
African Jews as part of the British Empire, 
and holding such close relationship with Jewish 
relief bodies in England, would send their funds 
to the many organizations there engaged in 
helping the Jews of Europe. That is why, the 
action of the Johannesburg Jewish community 
is important. 


For several years now we have talked about 
the responsibilities and obligations soon to de- 
volve on American Jewry as the leading Jewish 
community in the world. But this is the first 
practical instance of this recognition by others. 

From here on it can be expected that U. S. 
Jewry will be asked to take the lead in almost 
every endeavor in connection with world Jewry. 
No steps will be made by any Jewish group 
without first ascertaining the wishes of the 
U. S. Jewish community. 

World Jewry then has already acknowledged 
the leadership of U. S. Jewry. Will U.S. Jewry, 
wracked with internal dissension, be able to 
meet these demands for leadership? 


The British Seem Never to Learn, Or Do They 


EADING the interview of the Jewish Tele- 
R graphic Agency correspondent with Sir 
Clifford Heathcote-Smith, one wonders how the 
English can be so obtuse. Unless it is with 
a purpose. 

Sir Clifford, you remember, had that unfor- 
tunate experience, which would have been em- 
barrasing to almost anyone at all, in which 
after explaining carefully to the Jewish refu- 
gees in Italy why they should not want to go 
to Palestine, these harassed and hounded hu- 
mans in whose face Great Britain has closed 
the doors to their homeland, rose up and sang 
the “Hatikvah.” 

But this experience seems to have had little 
effect on Sir Clifford, who happens to hold an 





important post with the Intergovernmental 
Committee on Refugees, for he is now prating 
about Madagascar as a new Jewish homeland, 
which he termed “a really wonderful place.” 
He said the refugees who wanted to go to 
Palestine were “victims of propaganda.” 

It would seem that Sir Clifford would have 
learned in his work with refugees that Pales- 
tine is too deeply ingrained in the Jewish con- 
sciousness for him or even higher authorities, 
to be able to dissuade the homeless Jew from 
wanting to go there. 

In view of all this, it can only be said that 
Sir Clifford’s suggestion that the United States 
set aside land for the settlement of stateless 
Jews is nothing more than a “red herring.”

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SARA’S COLUMN

THRIFT SHOP, sponsored by the Indianapolis section of 
the National Council of Jewish Women, has an interesting his- 
tory. I promised, in last week’s column, to tell you about it to- 
day. The idea for the project was brought to Indianapolis by 
Mrs. Isidore Feibleman. She saw the Newark, N. J., Council 
Thrift Shop in action while she was spending the summer in 
the East and became so impressed with its fine work, so sure 
that the same plan could be successful here in Indianapolis that, 
immediately on her return, she broached the subject at the 
Council Board meeting and received the whole-hearted promise 
of support from the president, Mrs. Samuel Dorfman, and the 
poard. Mrs. Feibleman happened to be seated in front of Mrs. 
Robert L. MacGill at that meeting and asked her, “If we start 
a Thrift Shop will you help me put it over?” And Mrs. MaGill 
promised. When, shortly after, Mrs. Feibleman became ill—an 
jliness that finally resulted in her death—Mrs. MacGill resolved 
not only to keep her promise but to do so with overflowing meas- 
ure. She accepted the chairmanship and loaned the project $50 
for immediate overhead expenses. Mrs. Wolf Sussman, Mrs. 
Samuel Dorfman and Mrs. MacGill, after going over all the real 
estate lists and look at various places, found the site at 2749 
Northwestern Ave. available and rented it. The Thrift Shop 
has never moved from that location. 

Mrs. MacGill made the first contacts with the local merchants 
to get contributions of unsalable merchandise. She went to the 
dry cleaners and to launderies and received promises of their 
unclaimed merchandise. Mrs. MacGill had circulars printed that 
advertised the Thrift Shop opening and distributed them to the 
churches of the colored community in which the shop is located 
and had them published gratis in the Recorder, the colored 
newspaper. And she opened a set of treasurer’s books and 
served as the treasurer for the first year. For weeks before the 
shop was opened, all the discarded clothing, donated, was housed 
in her garage. A corps of volunteers swept the shop, washed 
the shelves and did menial tasks they had never done, even in 
their own homes! Among those volunteer workers who worked 
long and late hours to get the shop ready for November 23, 
were: Mrs. Samuel Dorfman, under whose presidency the 
Thrift Shop was opened; her mother, Mrs. Sam Thon; Mrs. 
Robert L. MacGill; Miss Gertrude Feibleman; Mrs. Jack Gold- 
farb; Mrs. Otto Diamond; Mrs. Leo Traugott; Mrs. J. B. Solo- 
mon; Mrs. Clarence Budd; Mrs. I. Needleman; Mrs. Charles 
Stern, who later moved to Ft. Wayne; Mrs. A. H. Kaufman, now 
living in Terre Haute, Ind., and Mrs. Fred Bollar, who also has 
moved away. Mrs. Bollar succeeded Mrs. MacGill as treasurer 
and she proved to be an excellent one. Among the staff of 
volunteers who gave regular days to serve at the shop, which 
was manned only by volunteer help for the first eight months, 
were the above mentioned women and Mrs. Jack Harding, Mrs. 
Alexander Belle, Mrs. Charles Efroymson, Mrs. Rae Levy and 
Miss Minnie Cohen. 

After eight months of volunteer service by Council members, 
Mrs. Sarah Fishman became the first paid worker in the shop. 
She resigned after six years on account of illness. There never 
was a more faithful friend of Thrift Shop, nor a woman more 
loved by the shop’s many customers. Miss Minnie Cohen suc- 
ceeded Mrs. Fishman and is doing a splendid job for Council 
and Thrift Shop.

There was a mob there all day and customers kept coming con- 
stantly through the week that followed until the Thrift Shop 
Committee knew that Mrs. Feibleman’s dream of a successful 
Council Thrift Shop in Indianapolis had become a reality! Mrs. 
MacGill’s $50 was returned to her out of the profits of the first 
few months’ business. We must not forget to give due credit to 
Mrs. S. Carroll Kahn, chairman of the motor corps—no gasoline 
rationing in those days—and the members of her committee who 
went around to the homes to pick up cast-off clothing and odds 
and ends donated for the shop. They were all so faithful 
through the years and despite rationing, “Nannette’ Kahn as 
chairman, and members of her committee still collect from vari- 
ous homes which act as receiving centers. Those who have acted 
as chairman of Thrift Shop have been, in addition to Mrs. Mac- 
Gill, now Honorable Chairman, Mrs. Jack Harding, Mrs. Louis 
Trinz and the present chairman, Miss Gertrude Feibleman. On 
the Board for many years and helping in a hundred and one 
ways towards Thrift Shop’s success are: Mrs. Joseph Bloch, 
Mrs. Alfred Maschke, Mrs. S. Carroll Kahn, Mrs. I. G. Kahn, 
Mrs. Herman Strashun, Mrs. Milton Rauh, Mrs. Julius Dorf- 
man and the present treasurer, Mrs. H. Summerfield.
